THE S8TORY OF THE INDIANS,

Whatever differences of opinion may be
entertained with reference to the claims which
the Indians have upon us, the manner in
which those claims have been brought to our
notice during the last few days cannot fail to
wake 8 deep impression. We have heard
the story of the red man from his own lips,
and if we can once bring ourselves to regard
it in a candid spirit, and without violent pre-
judices towards the Indian simply on acconnt
of bis race, we shall see some reason to sup-
posé that the “‘wrongs” in the Indian affair
are not exclusively on our side. There van

be no doubt, for instance, that
Red Cloud, u chief over a
score of tribes, mnever nunderstood the

true nature of the ireaty of 1567 until it
was properly explained to him on Friday at
Washington. All the Indisns declare that
they were told that the treaty was odly in.
tended to “‘make peace”—that the troops
were to be withdrawn, and the Indians
allowed to ‘‘raise their children,” When
they found the railroad going through what
they regarded as their conntry, they belioved
the Gevernment to be once more takimg an
unfair advant of them, Secretary Cox
told them on y that he was sorry
“‘they felt badly upon finding oul what was
in the treaty.” But is this the way the busi-
ness of a great Government should be ear-
ried on, even though the parties treated with
are “‘only” Indisus? Is it any wonder that
the Indiens do not adhere to treaties if they

are carefully kept in the dark as to what
t hote treaties really contain ?

We are quite aware that there is a class in
the oountry which simply settles all sach
questions by saying, ‘‘Any treatment is good
enough for the Judians. They are vermin,
and must be exterminated’.’ o trust, how-
aver, that this savage theory is not accepted
by the great body of the people. We ought
to be desirons of keeping our engagements
with the Indians, even if they do belong to
an inferior race. The “‘extermination” frin.
ciple has had its admirers, and some military
men, as onr readers will easily remember,
bave done their best to curry it ont, Bat we
might almost eballengaany one to read Red
Oloud's speeches;, and then decide whether
the Indian is entitled to receive ordinary fair
play or not. Red Cloud is evidently a man
of considerable npatural  abilities. No
amount of edneation could have enabled
him to present his oase with greater sffeot
than bhe has lately done, drawing all his
images and illustrations from nature,
and breaking out now and then into involun-
tary scorn of our mode of perpstually discuss-
ing questions withont settling them. *‘I
have becowe tired of speaking,” he said on
Saturday, And again he begged not to be
forced to visit New York. “The whites are
the same everywhere, I seothem every day.”
Some of his remarks are even more charae.
teristic of the red Iudian than any of the
speeches invented for the *‘Last of the Mobi-
cans” by Fennimore Oooper. **Yoa promisad
us many things,” he said on SBaturday, *hut
yon never performed them. Yon take away
everything. Even if yon live forty or fifty
years in this world, and then die, you cannot
take all your goods with you. The Great Spirit
will not make me snffer becanse I am ignorant,
He will put me in a place where I shall be
world.” Again, is
there no truth in the following sayings? **My
Father (the President) has a great wany chil-
dren out West with no ears, brains, or heart.
The words of my Great Father never raach
me, and mine never reach him, Vere are too
many streams between ws''—as fine an image
as ever poet conceived. Listen, too, to these
words of Brave Bear:—*1 am seventy-five
years of age. 1 am old. When the Great
Father ereated us, the white and the red men
were all brethren, and wa lived so: but now
we are not. We are melting away; and the
whites, who are increasing so fast and ave
great, are trying to ernsh us and leave us no
hope. 'The Great Spirit is looking upon
them, and will make them give an account of
their misdeeds.” *“‘The whites,” said Red
Clond, ‘who are educated aund -civilizad,
swindle me, and I am not hard to swindle,
becanse I do not know how to réad and write.”

Arc these groundless complaints?  We all
know that they are not. If the Indians do
not always keep faith with us, we have cer-
tainly not gone out of our way to set them a
better example, Their lands have been taken
from them, and when compensation has been
promised, the money bas seldom been paid,
Home of the ‘streams” which ran betwesn
the Indian and his Great Father at the White
House intercept and carry off the appropria-
tions. There seoms to the Indian to be no
chance of getting justice. He is entrapped
into making all sorts of treaties which he
cannot understand, and which are misrepre-
gented to him by those who indace him to
sign them. We trust that Secretary Cox will
do all in his power to see that a more honora-
ble policy is pursued in future. It may be
the destiny of the red man to be *‘stamped
out,” but while he does remain upon the earth
it is scarcely wortby of us as a people to make
him the victim of superior cunning.

NEW WORLD OF WONDERS—AN ASTO.
NISHING DISCOVERY,
From the N. ¥, Sun.

The microscope has been ocalled mans
sixth sense. After exhausting all the natural
powers, unaided by science, there yet re-
mains an unknown world of nature to which
the senses have no aceess. The microscope
opens this amazing ereation to our vision:
and we find it teeming with organized lifs
and beautiful forms, in comparison with
which the grosser structures seem quite im-
perfect.

The earth on which we tread is in many
places simply the remains of living things
which ence moved, and felt the sunlight, and
died to build up a world of variety and use-
fulness for man in his turn to live and die
upon. The city of Richmond is built upon
such a graveyard. The chalk cliffs of England
are made of dead infusoria. The rotten stone
with which we polish metals is only the shells
of minute creatures whose day of existence
was millions of years ago, The dirt-eaters of
Lapland, of North Garolina, and of , California
devour the remains of organized life, and de-
rive nounrishment from the animal matter
which has survived countless ages for thase
wretched beings to feed upon,

All these things come to us through the
little tube upon which science has conferred
these marvellons powers; and science is yet
ceaselessly working on to results still more
surprising. The last advance, which has just
been made in this city, isa very large one.
Until now the best microscope maguitied an
object not more than two hundred million
times its actual size, and very few miocrosco-
pists ever saw such power. The President of
the Royal Bociety of England last summer
showed a shell magnified one hundred and
forty-fonr million times, and this excited the
astonishment of microscopists thronghout
the world. DBut the new optical combination
just completed in this eity exhibits the same
object under an enlargement of nins thousand
mi{lion times its natural magnitude. If an
ordinary domestic fly could be seen entire
under such magnification, it would seem to
cover o space as large as the whole city of
New York below Wall strest. A man wounld
appear more than a hundred miles high, and
a lady's hair would reach balf way from New
York to New Haven,

This wonderful instrnment is so sensitive
that alond word spoken near it destroys all
distinntness of vision, from the tremor im-
parted to it by the motion of the air, and a
footstep on the floor shakes it ont of adjust-
ment. The fleld of view—that fs, the area
which can be seen at onoe—is a civcle only
the one twelve-thonsandth of an inch in
diameter, but it appesrs to the eve to be
eight inches in diameter. A microscopio
shell "ealled an angulatum, of which about
one bundred and forty placed end to end will
reach an inoh, and which is simply marked
with lines of the most exquisite delicacy
when examined under ordinarily powerfal

wersul mioroscopes, exhibits under the naw
instrument half globes of white silex, whose
diameters appear to be an inch sud three-
quarters, and of which only fifteen can be
seen at once. In reality the point of a cam-
brio needle is larger than the circle upon
which these fifteen hall globes exist, and yat
that circle appears like a dessert plate coverad
with lady-spples.

These wouders we have seen; but how they
aré produced only men of science can fally
explain apd understand, The hotor of the
invention belongs to Mr. Edward N, Dicken-
son, the distinguished lawyer and engivesr of
this city. As a microscopical expert, how.

ever, he Ia but an , and not a profes.
sional devotee of the instrument; and he has
arrived at this miraculous discovery by a pro-
found study of the laws of optics, and by
elaborate and exhanstive mathematical oalon.
Intions. Wa ghould add that he is a member
of the Bailey Microscopical Olub, an associn-
tion ocom of the most skilful micro-
soopists of the country, which is doing muoh
to advance this department of sclence, so in-
teresting and so usefal to humanity.

A MEMORIAL TO DICKENS,
Feom the N. ¥. World.

A correspondent favors us with the sugges-
tion that steps be taken at once to organize a
public mesting for the purpose of ‘‘giving
expression to the sorrow felt by the Americau
people on the death of Charles Dickens.” We
desire to speak with all respect of the senti-
ments which donbtless prompted this propo-
sition. But from the proposition itself we
confess that we shrink in unfeigned terror.
What need of public meetings to express a
sorrow which has been uttered ere this in
private and in public wherever two or three
have met together in all the English-speaking
world, from London fo San Francisoo, from
Gibraltar to Quebee, from Bombay to Cal-
onita? It is the incommunicable privilege
of a great name in
which neither the prestige of colossal wealth,
nor the splendor of place and power, nor
the pomp of sancestral rank can command
—that it makes its possessor w  par-
taker in the quiet inner life, the
daily bhopes and fears, the hidden personal
experiences and emotions, of those whose
verdict gives him fame. This privilege it
was the fortune of Dickens to enjoy in the
fullest measure. It was on Thursday night
that be drew his last breath wunder his own
roof near London, in & spot made immortal
by the geniug of Shaksspears. DBafora the
dawn of day on Saturday, the news, flasheil
east and west, and north and sonth, by wires
npon the land and by oables under the sea,
had been carried round about the globe. It
was magnificently said of the morning drum-
beat of the British forces that, **following the
sun in his course, it circles the whole earth
with one continuons strain of the martial airs
of England.” And it may without exagge-
ration be said of this calamity, which even
wore truly then the death of the ‘‘Iron
Duke” '

—“maiio all England tremhle
And groan froum shore 4o shore,”™
that, passed on from meridian to meridian
and parellel to parallel, the tidings of it have
circled the whole earth with one continuous
Jamentation for the noble dead. It came to
men’s lips with their greetings on the crowded
Exchange of New York and in the halls of
Congress at Washington not less promptly
than in the clubs of Loudon or the factories
of Manchester.
tinent with the travellers on the iron way
whiech links the Allantic with the Pacific,
¢'imbed the Himalaya and the Cordillaras,
What need of public meetings here or there
to formulate a grief so universal, so simple,
avd so unfeigned? Charles Dickens was
prized not by an order, or a caste, or a clique,
He was above all others of his time the
people’s writer; he belonged to the general
family of his race. It is in tha households of
the people, not npon the hustings or the plat-
form, that his loss is felt, and there shall it be
most fitly mourned.

If anything be wise or well to do in the
way of a publie recognition of this sad event,
it may be, perhaps, to take steps for secaring
a monument to the
such place, for example, as onr noble Uentral
Park. Nowhere could his statue bs more
appropriately placed than in this great plea-
saunce and paradise of the democratic people
of the world's one great democratio capital,

GEN. GRANT'S FISHING EXCURSION.
